New councilman urges pension ch

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Senior Alliance receives

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Romulus municipal employ¬ 
ees may be following the lead of 
the police department if one 
councilmember has his way. 

Councilman Harry Crout, 
after his first council meeting 
two weeks ago, said it might be 
a good idea for municipal 
employees to follow the police 
department into the Michigan 
Employees Retirement System, 
or MERS, so the city can save 
administrative costs and make 
more manageable yearly contri¬ 
butions to employee pension 
plans. 

“It’s going to be one of the 
first things I look into,” he said. 
“I think MERS is something 
that would be good to member- 


I think MERS is something that would be good to 
membership, and could be a way to offer 
city employees a better retirement.

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ship, and could be a way to offer 
city employees a better retire¬ 
ment” 

The $180 billion MERS plan 
is made up of several Michigan 
municipalities. Romulus Police 
Officers went to arbitration 
because when the city refused 
to deal on the prospect of going 
to MERS in the 1990s, accord¬ 
ing to City Financial Director 
Debbie Hoffman. 


“We lost the ruling, and I 
don’t think we saved any money 
(as a part of MERS),” she said. 

As opposed to running a 
completely separate system for 
municipal employees - and 
paying for another group of 
money managers to steer the 
fund - the city would only have 
to pay for one. The MERS plan 
- because of the amount of 
money it manages - also enjoys

Absentee voter election letter stirs offer of cash reward

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A former Romulus city council¬ 
man is offering a monetary 
reward for the identity of an indi¬ 
vidual who wrote an unflattering 
letter about him during the recent 
election campaign. 

Former Councilman Charles 
Miller placed an ad in a local 
newspaper offering a $1,000 
reward to unmask the letter 
writer, who sent the communica¬ 
tion out to absentee voters in the 
city prior to the election. Miller, 


who was unseated on Nov. 8, 
called the letter “libelous and ille¬ 
gal.” 

Miller, when contacted at his 
home this week, would not com¬ 
ment on whether he thought the 
letter cost him the election. He 
said he was, “under his attorney’s 
gag order,” and would not discuss 
the matter further 

City Clerk Linda Choate said 
the letter would have reached 
about 800 voters who in the past 
had applied for an absentee bal¬ 
lot 

“We had about 800 people on 


our list, and we received about 
600 back this time,” she said. 
“(The letter) would have been 
seen by at least that many (vot¬ 
ers).” 

The letter, signed by the 
“Friends for a Better Romulus,” 
outlined Miller’s abrupt resigna¬ 
tion from city council last year. A 
first-term councilman, Miller 
resigned from the body after a 
heated discussion about sewer 
and water shut-off policies on 
SepL 13, 2004. Two weeks later,

Airport parking 
shuttle assault 
is investigated

Police are investigating an 
assault complaint filed by a 20- 
year-old Detroit woman who 
said a shuttle bus driver affiliat¬ 
ed with Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport grabbed her and made 
unwanted advances. 

The woman, whose name is 
not being released, filed the 
complaint last week after she 
parked her car at the Kwik 
Park parking lot on Merriman 
Road near the airport. The 
complainant works at the air¬ 
port and takes the shuttle to 
work, according to police 
reports. 

The incident reportedly 
began when the woman 
dropped off her car and real¬ 
ized she had forgotten her car 
keys. She then had the driver, 
who is described as a 44-year- 
old male from Novi, shuttle her 
back to the airport During the 
ride, he tried to start a conver¬ 
sation with her, and asked her 
for a date, the woman told 
police investigators. The 
woman said she declined. 

The woman then went into 
the airport and retrieved her 
keys. But when she got back 
into the shuttle, the Novi man 
was persistent He passed up 
her row before letting other 
passengers out of the shuttle so 
that she would be the last per-

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Board expected to change high school curriculum

Students at Belleville High 
School could see a new curricu¬ 
lum next year if members of the 
Van Buren school board approve 
proposed changes on Monday. 

If approved at the Dec. 12 
school board meeting, the 
changes would include the 
switch from a six to a seven peri¬ 
od school day with 50-minute 
classes each, increased opportu¬ 
nities for students to enroll in up 
to 15 elective credit units 
opposed to 10, an increase of 
“non-traditional” interaction 
between students and staff, 
changes in the graduation 
requirements and a six-level aca¬ 
demic intervention plan for at- 
risk students. 


“The goal is to create an envi¬ 
ronment in the school where 
teachers become whole educa¬ 
tors so students can understand 
that the staff is here for them not 
just as teachers on a narrow sub¬ 
ject,” said Kevin Kelly, principal. 
“Currently, 27.7 percent of stu¬ 
dents fail on our classes per 
semester, which is unacceptable. 
We need to have some way of 
assisting these students before 
failure occurs. These aren’t just 
things we came up with, these 
ideas are time tested.” 

School officials want to reduce 
course failures by 20 percent by 
the end of the fall semester of the 
2007-2008 academic year, he said. 

Many of the restructuring con¬ 
cepts come from national educa¬ 
tional consultants Richard and 
Rebecca DuFour, according to 


Ray Gross, director of instruction 
for the Van Buren School 
District 

“We’ve been talking about 
these changes for a long time, but 
it’s all coming together now,” he 
said. “It’s really a great idea 
based on a lot of current research 
and thinking. It’s more than 
updating, it’s really student cen¬ 
tered and puts a lot on the stu¬ 
dents to create a better bond for 
them. The pro- 


and incoming freshmen; course 
corrections if failure arises; 
tutoring services; an additional 
rebuilding seminar and evasive 
action if students are still failing 
classes. 

Teachers would also see more 
common collaboration periods to 
improve the effectiveness of 
instruction, according to Kelly. 

“Teachers of common subjects 
would have two hours per week 


to work on student achievement 
and success,” he said. “Staff will 
be in the hallways, supervising 
the cafeteria and detention 
rooms, all over as part of the non- 
traditional student interaction 
time.” 

Costs for the plan include a 
staff increase of about six to 10 
more teachers, but there will be 
no material increases or costs, 
Kelly said.

Gas pumps OK’d at new Costco

While it is virtually certain that Costco 
Wholesale will construct a new ware¬ 
house store in Canton next year, the site 
developer was emphatic that the township 
allow the retailer to build a fueling facility 

“If this is going to be an issue, we need 
to address this right now, because we have 
to have a fueling facility at this location for 
the numbers to work for us,” said Ted 
Johnson at the regular meeting of the 
planning commission Nov. 21. Johnson’s 
firm, TJ Design Strategies, is overseeing 
planning and development of the pro¬ 
posed site, on the south side of Michigan 
Avenue at Belleville Road. 

Planning commissioners voted unani¬ 
mously to approve the preliminary 
planned development district request for 
Costco, but not without a discussion about 
what a fueling facility might mean for 
future development as the Michigan 
Avenue corridor transitions to commercial 
use. 

Commissioner Melissa McLaughlin 
said she looked forward to having Costco 
in the township, but said the commission 
should address whether permitting instal¬ 
lation of gas pumps would set a negative 
precedent for the commercial district 

“If we open a gas station up here—and 
I don’t necessarily have any feelings for or 
against it at this point—but if we open a 
gas station up here we’re going to have 
other big boxes coming in down on 
Michigan Avenue who are going to 
say...‘We want to offer gas to our cus¬ 
tomers,”’ said McLaughlin. 

The township has been averse to 
adding new gas stations to the several that 
already exist. It didn’t allow Kroger to 
install pumps when it opened on Michigan 


Avenue, and according to McLaughlin, 
Wal-Mart and Sam’s Club on Ford Road 
have been “chomping at the bit for the last 
two years” to add fueling facilities. 

“Do we want to add this kind of caveat 
to the C-3 area?” asked McLaughlin. 

The township is preparing to rezone 
the Costco site from industrial use to C-3 
Regional Commercial, which disallows 
new gas stations. As an alternative, Costco 
is using the Planned Development District 
(PDD) process, which lets a developer 
incorporate other uses in return for an 
agreed upon benefit to the community. 

Costco proposed benefits include the 
redevelopment of the site, which is cur¬ 
rently owned by an industrial concrete 
company. And the jobs Costco will provide 
are thought to be one of its greatest bene¬ 
fits. An entry-level clerk makes $10 an 
hour, and within five years can make 
$40,000 annually, according to Brian 
Whelan, who conducted a Canton market 
study for Costco. 

Johnson said he was willing to consider 
adjustments in the elevation of a proposed 
Costco site, including adding more brick to 
the front of the building and ensuring that 
rooftop HVAC units would be hidden by 
parapets. 

But he stood firm when McLaughlin 
pressed him on the fill-up station: “So, 
effectively, if you were 
denied a gas station, 
then you wouldn’t come 
at all?” she asked. 

“Very likely,” said 
Johnsoa 

The pumps would 
only be used by ware¬ 
house members. They 
are also only open dur¬ 
ing business hours and 
do not take cash.

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Five robberies under investigation by police

Romulus police are investigat¬ 
ing four separate, unrelated bur¬ 
glary complaints that occurred 
within the last 10 days. 

All of the complaints are the 
result of forced entry into resi¬ 
dential homes, and nearly all of 
the victims sustained the loss of 
personal property and damage to 
their homes, police said. 

The first larceny was reported 
on Nov. 25. A homeowner report¬ 
ed that someone broke into his 
home on the 28000 block of 
Goddard Road and stole a $200 
radio, some audio equipment 
and several other items. 

Police arrived on the scene 


and said the equipment was pos¬ 
sibly taken through a window or 
through a storm door The home 
was not damaged in the incident 
Another burglary took place 
on Nov. 26 on Beverly Street in 
an apartment at one of the 
Romulus Public Housing com¬ 
plexes, according to reports. 
Housing officials reported that 
someone broke into an unoccu¬ 
pied unit and stole the furnace 
and hot water heater 

Officer at the scene investigat¬ 
ed and noted that the items were 
most likely taken through the 
back door because of a trail of 
water that led from the unit to 
the door Police believe the water 
dripped from the hot water 
heater 


The value of the furnace and 
hot water heater is about $1,000, 
according to estimates from the 
housing administration. 

On Nov. 27 a burglary was 
reported on Sidney Street The 
homeowners returned from a 
trip to discover their home was 
burglarized. Jewelry estimated 
be worth $6,000 was taken, along 
with DVDs and a handgun regis¬ 
tered to the father of one of the 
victims. 

According to the report, the 
homeowners arrived to find their 
doors locked, but did not imme¬ 
diately realize they were the vic¬ 
tims of a burglary until they 
noticed some of their belongings 
were not as they left them. They 
did tell officers that they noticed 


a spare key was missing after an 
acquaintance stopped by for a 
visit 

Another couple came home 
on Nov. 28 to find their apart¬ 
ment door kicked but apparently 
found no items missing from the 
apartment However, the door of 
the apartment was damaged. 

A robbery during the evening 
hours of Nov. 29 on Herman 
Street was also investigated. The 
complainant told Ofc. Paul Kline 
that he had spent several weeks 
remodeling the home and had 
finally finished on Nov. 28. He 
returned to the home the next 
day at about 4:15 p.m. and discov¬ 
ered the door handle damaged. 
When he made entry into the 
home, he discovered saws and 


some tool cases missing from the 
bedroom. 

He told Kline that nothing 
else appeared to be damaged in 
the home, which as vacant except 
for his construction equipment 

In all of the cases except for 
the Sidney Street robbery, there 
are no suspects, and the cases 
are closed unless more informa¬ 
tion is obtained. Police also did 
not recover any fingerprints from 
those scenes, according to 
reports. 

However, police are looking at 
a suspect for the Sidney Street 
robbery.

be to pay the organization for 
an actuarial study. That would 
determine how much money is 
in the pension account, and 
how those funds would fit into a 
variety of plans. MERS also 
allows employees who have 
worked in a MERS-affiliated 
city to count all of their years in 
the plan toward their retire¬ 
ment 

The plans can be tailored to 
fit a variety of needs, and 
include cost of living increase 
provisions, and early retirement 
and buyout options smaller 
municipalities often cannot 
afford. 


Any changes to move the 
funds would need to be a part of 
collective bargaining between 
the city and union officials. A 
final vote of the city union mem¬ 
bership would be required to 
approve any plan. 

Crout said it’s often better to 
deal with associated costs 
before they hit a crisis point 

“The council has done a 
good job of keeping things 
afloat, but we’re obligated to 
keep looking at things like this, 
and to keep serving the public,” 
he said. 

It’s not clear if the cily has 
discussed consolidating it’s pen¬ 
sion funds in the past The cily 
has not yet scheduled any talks 
scheduled regarding pensions.

son on the shuttle. 

Then according to the police 
report, the driver grabbed the 
woman and proceeded to kiss 
her despite her protests.

Miller asked to rescind the resig- 
natioa 

The letter also accused Miller 
of having “frequent outbursts” 
and of being, “unreliable, self- 
serving and vindictive,” and 
“defective and unqualified to hold 
public office.” The letter also 
accused Miller of plotting to give 
up his seat, if re-elected, if 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak 
was not elected mayor - a move 
that may have thrown the city into 
a special election if the council 
declined to appoint someone to 
the seat Romak lost the election 
to incumbent Mayor Alan 
Lambert 


It is legal to send out negative 
communications to absentee vot¬ 
ers, according to state election 
law. 

In Romulus, dedicated absen¬ 
tee voters are coveted among 
elected officials and those who 
hope to unseat them. Choate said 
most of the 17 people seeking pub¬ 
lic office purchased the list of 
names on labels or on a CD. 

“We have quite a few people 
that request those names because 
the people on the list are dedicat¬ 
ed voters who suspect they may 
not be able to make it to the polls,” 
she said. “Typically, we get quite a 
few requests for those names 
around election time Anyone can 
get a list by asking us at the clerk’s 
office - they don’t even have to fill 


out a request form.” 

Miller, a retiree of General 
Motors, was often at odds with 
other elected officials, especially 
Lambert After he made the deci¬ 
sion to rescind his resignation, he 
told council members that if they 
failed to withdraw his resignation, 
police officers would have to 
remove him from the his seat, 
according to reports. 

The letter cited that incident as 
a reason to not vote for the then- 
councilman. 

Miller was one of only two 
incumbents seeking to maintain 
his council seat in 20 years who 
did not garner enough votes to 
win one of seven open seats. He 
unseated an incumbent council¬ 
man in 2001. 
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New look 

Senior apartment 
renovations complete

A massive reconstruction pro¬ 
ject at the Twin Towers apartment 
complex in Inkster has upgraded 
some outdated units while 
decreasing the 
number of pub¬ 
lic housing units 
in the city. 

Tony Love, 
the director of 
Inkster Public 
Housing, said 
the ongoing pro¬ 
ject is complet¬ 
ed in one tower 
and construc¬ 
tion will begin 
on the other 

“We’re work¬ 
ing to move peo¬ 
ple from the other tower into the 
newly renovated units,” he said. 
“This is something we’ve worked 
hard on during the last few years. 
The apartments are more in line 
with what an older person would 
find in another community.” 

The 20-year-old Twin Towers 
complex on Inkster Road is one of 
five public housing communities 
in Inkster, but is the only one set 


up to meet the needs of older resi- 
dents, said Love. Some of the 
units were as small as 400 square 
feet But now, the units measure 
about 750 square feet though the 
number of units has been 
reduced. 

“We’ve used 
better materials 
and made these 
quite spacious 
for residents, 
and there are 
still some units 
available,” Love 
said. “We want 
this to be the 
gold standard 
for public hous¬ 
ing -or apart¬ 
ment living for 
that matter - in 
the area” 

The number of city public 
housing apartments at its five 
complexes - which include Denby 
Terrace, Lamoyne Gardens, 
Parkside Apartments, Canterbury 
Place and the Twin Towers - has 
been a point of contention for city 
officials for many years. Inkster 
had more public housing than any 
other community in Wayne 
County outside of Detroit, accord¬

ing to officials. 

Five years ago, the city was 
home to 858 public housing units. 
After the work is complete at the 
Twin Towers, that number will 
have be about 740 units, Love 
said. 

“There was some pressure (by 
the city) about the amount of pub¬ 
lic housing we had, but we ulti¬ 
mately did this because we want¬ 
ed this to be a better place to live 
for our residents,” he said. “Some 
of the units we had were too 
small, and we got to the point 
where we needed the apartments 
themselves to be more mar¬ 
ketable.” 

Councilman Ron Johnson said 
he’s happy the number of units is 
dwindling, but said more needs to 


be done. 

“I still think we have too much 
for a city this size, but I think it’s 
moving in the right direction,” he 
said. 

Love said the current number 
of units represents a right-sized 
scenario for the city. 

“We’re not going to be able to 
reduce any more,” he said. “We 
have to be careful when it comes 
to our funding - we get funding 
from the government for each 
unit we have. We have to have 
enough (units) to run a viable pro¬ 
gram.” 

At the Twin Towers complex, 
200 units were downsized to 180, 
Love said. Demolition of the sec¬ 
ond tower will begin a year from 
now, and another 20 units will be 


eliminated, for a total of 160 apart¬ 
ments. 

The reconstruction was paid 
for using capital improvement 
funds provided by the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). Love 
said the reconstruction of all the 
units has already paid big divi¬ 
dends for Inkster Public Housing 
and the city as a whole. 

“The new resources we’ve 
been able to obtain - like more 
police protection - has brought 
our crime stats down, and we 
track that month to month,” he 
said. “That is in part because we 
can provide better units and pro¬ 
vide a better standard of living. 
That helps us attract better resi¬ 
dents.”

Last week, the Michigan State Senate approved legislation that would 
prohibit the further importation of Canadian and out of state waste. 

It’s an important step, but not one to get too excited about, yet 

Individual states cannot approve laws that govern interstate—or inter¬ 
country—commerce. That requires an act of Congress, and there’s no 
guarantee that that will happea 

Still, this has been an issue that has generated much discussioa An 
across the board ban on the garbage may work better than some of the 
other proposals brought forth. One of those noted that Michigan has one 
of the lowest tipping fees in the nation, so it’s only good business sense 
that brings in the rubbish. That brought up the concept that the fees 
themselves should be increased to discourage Canadian and other out of 
state firms from using Michigan as a dumping ground. 

The problem with that, though, is that the state is already negatively 
impacting the revenues of local municipalities. An increase in tipping 
fees would also hurt them, and that means it would also hurt the average 
taxpayer, too. 

Or would it? 

Just about everywhere you go, you find a dual-tiered fee structure. 
Residents of one community pay less to skate at their own rinks than they 
do at rinks in other communities. It’s the same for paries and recreation 
programs, travel baseball leagues and the like. Would something like 
that be a better alternative? 

Probably not, since the revenue isn’t necessarily what we’re after 
here. We just don’t want to be known as the dumping ground of the 
Midwest anymore. 

Whether this legislation will accomplish that feat has yet to be seen. 
It’s a good first step, though, if nothing else than a warning shot across the 
legislative bow. 

Hopefully, members of Congress will take this up and add their own 
punctuation mark to it State legislators would be wise, though, to start 
thinking of a Plan B.

Officials are missing the point 


In the case of the City of Belleville verses 
Sumpter Township on the Central Dispatch 
Network (CDN): the verdict is in: It could be too 
little, too late for Sumpter Township. 

OK, so I haven’t been around during the past 
three to four years to hear and see all that has 
gone on between the two communities on this 
issue, but from what I have seen in the past 18 
months, it seems to me that Sumpter Township is 
jumping on the chance to negotiate now because 
the threat of losing police dispatch is closer than 
even Why did it take so long for them to do some¬ 
thing about it? 

According to the Sumpter Township officials, 
the CDN issue was something that didn’t face the 
current township board members until recently. 
When it did, they said they were willing to negoti¬ 
ate. Then at the Belleville Cily Council meeting 
last week, Sumpter presented a new CDN cost¬ 
sharing formula proposal with a $5,000 increase 
for the township, and when Belleville turned it 
down, Sumpter officials came back and said 
“What about a counterproposal? We were wait¬ 
ing to hear back from Belleville.” 

I must also add that sure, my job is to report on 
issues like this, but this one even confuses me 
from time to time. 

It’s obvious that Belleville is hurting for 


money, can no longer afford 
the current costs of the CDN 
and can’t afford a counteroffer 
It’s all or nothing from 
Sumpter Township and the dispatch proposal to 
merge services with Van Buren Township keeps 
looking better every day to Belleville. 

Sure, the voters spoke at the polls on Nov. 8, 
but maybe the reason they didn’t vote “yes’ for the 
millage increase was the confusion surrounding 
the issue. 

On one side, the officials said that the Headlee 
Amendment increase could be used to fund 
police dispatch, however the ballot proposal 
does not require that dispatch services be contin¬ 
ued with Sumpter Township or even that the 
additional millage be levied for that purpose at 
all. 

On the other side, residents who petitioned to 
have the millage on the ballot in the first place 
tried to get the word out to the voters that voting 
in favor could allow the Belleville police station 
to remain open 24 hours/7 days a week, keep 
response time down, maintain a jail in the city 
and save the jobs of six dispatchers. 

But throughout the fight, I think the most

“Once I had a life. Now I have a 
sioa” Aeon Flux (Charlize Theron) mut¬ 
ters those ominous words near the 
beginning of Aeon Flux, a movie based on a 
cartoon created specifically for MTV 

If I were to hazard a guess, the airing of that cartoon 
series coincided with a cry from viewers to air more music videos - 
at least if the movie adaptation is any indicator of the quality. 

I only tuned into the cartoon once or twice, and then it was by acci 
dent Bleary-eyed with fatigue and insomnia during the middle of 
night, the show didn’t make much sense to me. The movie wasn’t much 
better at a more normal time of day, either. 

FYom what I could tell, it takes place about 500 years into the future, 
disease has wiped out about 99 percent of humanity, with the rest holding 
up in the one remaining community on the planet, a place called 
Bregna is the brainchild of Trevor Goodchild (Marton Czokas), who 
cured the initial disease and is now looking for a way to cure its most sig¬ 
nificant side effect 

Some people call Bregna the height of human civilizatioa After all, pollution is 
non-existent and everyone gets to walk around in flowing robes with colored umbrel¬ 
las, strolling through well-maintained gardens as if they didn’t have a care in the 
world. 

People are disappearing, however. Others have memories from different lives, 
group of rebels springs up called the Monicans, people who can apparently walk 
around this society without fear of being discovered. 

As the top Monican agent Aeon Flux is called upon to kill Goodchild. Her 
assignment comes from The Handler (Frances McDormand), who is apparently 
some kind of spirit that exists only in the minds of Monicans who ingest some 
kind of drug. Anyway, Aeon enlists the help of fellow Monican Sithandra 
(Sophie Okonedo), who for some reason has had her feet surgically replaced 
with another set of hands. I never heard any explanation as to why that 
would be beneficial, but it didn’t seem to slow her down very much. 

Maybe she liked wearing rings more than shoes. 

Anyway, that sets the basic plot in motion and gives the two 
women plenty of opportunities to somersault through the air, roll 
on the ground, avoid various threats and confuse the hell out of 
the audience. 

Of course, Aeon can’t complete her assignment she 
close enough to Goodchild, but something stays her hand. 

It turns out, he may not be such a bad guy, after all, 
watch out for his brother, Oren (Johnny Lee Miller).

It’s also a puzzle why solid actors like Theron, McDormand and 
Pete Postlethwaite (who plays the Keeper) would sign on for a movie 
like this. Theron, at least is nice to watch as she puts on her gym¬ 
nastic exhibitions and tries to suffer through her terrible dialogue. 

In fact Czorkas’ Trevor Goodchild effectively summed up the 
entire film when he realized that he and Aeon shared some 
past connection:
